Do 
not agree to deliver goods to premises, but instruct cus- 
tomers they will be notified to call at the depot, express 
office, or some centrally located place in town at delivery 
time. 


WE PAY FREIGHT, EXPRESS OR PARCEL POST 


The prices quoted in this list are for goods delivered at 
any railroad station. Do not write up orders for delivery 
at inland town (off the railroad). Some nurseries make an 
extra charge of 10% or more to cover cost of packing and 
transportation. 


TERMS OF PAYMENT 


All orders are taken with the understanding that cash 
will be paid in full at the time of delivery, unless payment 
has been made in advance. Liberal amount of stock given 
FREE when cash is paid at time order is placed.

STRAWBERRIES 


The success of a strawberry patch is due largely to the 
preparation of the plants for setting out. The best method 
is to cut off the stems, leaving but one or two of the small- 
est leaves and cut off the ends of the roots, leaving them 
about four inches; this should be done in a cellar or cool, 
shady place. All orders for strawberry plants will be 
shipped direct to the customer by parcel post C. O. D. to 
assure prompt delivery of fresh ‘plants. Write orders for 
Strawberries on a separate order blank.

Some of our customers prefer to plant a lighter grade of 
windbreak evergreen than those listed on the preceding 
page. For many years we have featured our evergreen 
specialty 1215." This year we will be able to supply the 
famous 1215 grade in several varieties and we can also 
do better by supplying larger grades of the once-transplant- 
ed evergreens. The evergreens listed on this page were 
transplanted when they were three years old in beds and 
grown three to four years more. They have not been trans- 
planted to the usual wide rows in our fields so that they 
will not have as bushy and heavy as our standard wind- 
break trees. These trees will have a root system sufficient 
to assure successful growth. Be sure to mark an X after 
the size when booking orders for special windbreak ever- 
greens.

When SPECIMEN EVERGREENS are shipped balled and 
burlapped, you need not remove the burlap from the ball. 
Dig the hole a foot larger than the ball, and deep enough 
so that the tree will set an inch or two deeper than it did 
in the nursery. Then roll back the burlap-from around the 
trunk of the tree. Do not strip it from the sides of the ball 
or the ball may break. Pack fine dirt very firmly around 
the ball and pour on enough water to thoroughly soak all 
the roots. The burlap left around the ball will soon rot 
away. 


HOW TO PLANT BALLED IN

Many of our evergreens are balled in moss instead of in 
dirt. Take the burlap and moss from around the roots and 


plant like any other tree, using plenty of water, and tamp- 
ing the dirt as firmly as possible.
